Some RECENT IMPROVEMENTS IN THE PROCESSES 
CONNECTED THEREWITH. 











By James Mactear, F.C. 8S., F. I. C. 
(Continued. } 

The progress of the action which takes place 
in the furnace is shown in the following table of 
analysis, the samples being taken each half-hour 
during the working of a charge, and are all cal- 
culated on 100 of available alkali: 
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The “salts” chosen for the above experiment 
were of a very low grade, so as to enable the 
action in the face to be the more clearly traced; 
and this accounts for the comparatively high 
proportion of the caustic soda. 

The first experimental furnace was erected in 
July, 1876, and the success of the machine may 
be judged of by the fact that there are now at 
work or erecting some thirty of these furnaces. 

Their advantages may be summed up thus: 

1, Asaving of about 60 per cent. in cost of 
labor. 2. A saving of about 30 per cent. of fuel. 
3. Much less supervision is required, as the 
charges come at comparatively long intervals 
of time. 4. A much improved quality of ash is 
obtained from any given quality of “salts.” 
5. Great advantage in the manufacture of soda 
crystals, from the complete carbonating of the 
ash. 6. The density of the ash is much increased, 
and results ina saving in casks to the extent of 
nearly 10 per cent. 7. The employ-ment of un- 
skilled labor, as little training is required. 

Although specially designed, in the first in- 
stance, for the purposes of the elkali manufact- 
ure, the ‘‘ Mactear” furnace is equally suitable 
for many other operations, such as the calcina- 
tion of chrome ores with lime in the bichromate 
of potash manufacture, for drying and calcin- 
ing operations generally, and specially for the 
furnace operation, in the extraction of copper 
from weak ores by the wet process, 

tf. Production of Caustic Soda, 

I would here wish to call your attention to the 
specimens of caustic soda which are on the table. 
These are made by a special process, introduced 
by me for the production of caustic soda of spe- 
cially high degree of purity. The specimens be- 
fore you are from the drums, as packed for sale, 
and range up to 77 per cent. of alkali, English 
test. The cream, or unfused specimen, is of 70 
per cent. Allof these have been produced from 
that béte noir of alkali manufactures, the ‘red 
liquors,” which drain from the soda salts, and 
which have otherwise been found so difficult to 
deal with, and which, with the increasing de- 
mand for high strength soda ash, are becoming 
more and more a source of trouble to the alkali 
manufacturer, many of whom still boil them 
down and refurnace the “red salts” with the 
sulphate of soda, while others manufacture from 
them the common quality of cream caustic soda.

The success of Mr. Weldon in solving this 
problem has left but little hope of improvement 
in this direction, and with his highly successful 
process for the regeneration of the manganese 
you are no doubt all familiar.

The greatest objection urged against the pro- 
cess of alkali making associated with the name 
of Leblanc, has been that the two primary raw 
materials, sulphur and carbonate of lime, are 
both lost as waste products; and not only are 
they lost, but they give rise to a refuse or waste 
material which, from a public and hygienic 
point of view, is of the most objectionable char- 
acter. 

That this objection still exists is not due to any 
want of appreciation of 
the facts by manufactur- 
ing chemists, but because 
of the highly difficult na- 
ture of the problem to 
be solved. The subject

An expenditure of 
many thousand pounds was incurred in driving 
a series of galleries from a shaft sunk through 
the sandstone rock toa depth of 40 or 50 feet, 
with the view of intercepting the springs of 
water (some of these galleries extending for over 
300 yards), and thus draining off a large quan- 
tity of water, which was pumped up and run 
away. This was continued night and day for

been a fertile field of re- 
search, almost every che- 
mist, even remotely con- 
nected with the alkali 
manufacture, having, at 
one period or other of 
his career, attempted to 
solve it, although in nearly 
every case with but scant 
success; among these the 
late Mr. Gossage, as he 
himself described it, 
‘* had devoted thirty years 
of his life, and a fortune,” to the pursuit of the 
solution of this problem. 

The general tendency of invention has been 
in two directions: 

1. Toward the production and subsequent 
utilization of sulphuretted hydrogen from the 
alkali waste. 2. Toward the production of hy- 
posulphite from the sulphur compounds of the 
waste. This ultimately leading to the produc- | 
tion of sulphur from mixtures of sulphides and 
hyposulphites, by decomposition with hydro- 
chloric acid. 

The following have suggested processes for the 
regeneration of sulphur: Gossage, Delamaure, | 
Kopp, Losh, Noble, Favre,Spencer, Townsend and 
Walker, Mond, Guckelberger, Leighton. Schaff- | 
ner, Hoffman, Fowler, Duclos, Blair and Watson, 
Hills, J. L. Bell, Jullion, Mactear and vthers. 

Of all these processes only four, those of Mond. 
Schaffner, Hoffman and Mactear, have been 
worked on anything like a large scale with suc- 
cess, the first and last of these being by far the | 
most successful.

Company. The firm organized in 1873, with a 
capital stock of $35,000, for the manufacture of 
sheathing and carpet felt. The No. 1 build- 
ing is L shaped, and two stories high. The 
upper floor contains a Fourdrinier and engines. 
In the basement are the wheels, a Risdon and 
a Tyler, and the main shafting. The No, 2 
mill is a two-story and attic building, with an 
L. The main building contains the engines 
and machines, while the stock house, bleach 
house and steam boilers occupy the L. The 
bleach boiler is of two tons capacity, and a 54- 
inch American and one 18-inch and one 20-inch 
Tyler wheels supply the mill with power. There 
are six 800-lb. engines used in the two buildings, 
and besides the Fourdrinier one 42-inch and one 
54-inch cylinder machines. The No. 2 mill makes 
Manilla paper in addition to sheathing and car- 
pet papers. The officers of the Newton Paper 
Co. are Jas. Ramage, President, and Moses New- 
ton, Treasurer. The mills have a producing 
capacity of five tons in the twenty-four hours,

paste, which is then rolled out to half a millimetre 
in thickness, and then attached by a solution of 
glue as for the test paper. 

Looking-glass Paper.—This is a very useful 
and cheap paper, and enables any one to make 
a looking-glass out of & vane of glass, or to mend 
a damaged mirror. A large sheet of good 
smooth paper is placed ona table and slightly 
coated with glue. A sheet of tinfoil is then put 
onand both mede perfectly flat and even by 
means of hard pressure. There must be no folds 
or creases. A little vinegar has to be added to 
the glue so as to prevent it from becoming 
brittle after drying. When the tinfoil has thus 
a backing of paper the sheet is laid in a frame 
with the tinfoil side uppermost. Quicksilver is

Everything is so exceedingly quiet that I find 
very little news to give you respecting our trade, 
I have certainly heard some few items of intelli- 
gence, but they are of so lugubrious a character 
that itis somewhat unpleasant to hear them, 
much more put them into print. Trade is dis- 
tinctly declining again, and a first-class paper- 
mak r, whose name is, indeed, an oracle in the 
trade, told me yesterday that prices of paper 
would come down lower yet. If they do, and I 
expect this opinion was not given in any idle 
way without foundation, what will paper be 
selling at? I expect weshall see news at 2d. per 
pound soon, or fine Esparto writings at 34¢d.! 
But what is pulling our market down so thor- 
oughly and so persistently ? We have plenty of 
foreign competition, but it is not increasing, 
that Iam aware of. The consumption of paper 
will, doubtless, fall off, but against that we 
must consider the number of mills running half 





















covered. It requires some practice to put the 
exact amount of quicksilver required. If the 
action of the quicksilver 
lasts too long the tin-foil 
does not adhere sufficient- 
ly to the paper and it 
peels off very easily. If, 
on the other hand, the 
action of the quicksilver 


is not strong enough there 
will not be true reflection. 
If the quicksilvering has 
taken place the quicksilver 
is carefully poured off and 
the sheet of paper as care- 
fully removed. The tin- 
foil side has now a silvery 
appearance like the back 
of a looking-glass. The 
sheets must be carefully 
packed in tissue paper 
so as to avoid friction. 
Care must be taken to 
have this amalgam side close on the glass or the 
spot to be repaired. The glass is then submitted 
to a heat of 100°, or until the melting of the 
amalgam shows that the quicksilvering has been 
perfected. Care must also be taken not to re- 
move this paper from its position, and to have 
it equally and firmly attached. 

Mother-of-Pearl Paper.—This paper gives an 
excellent imitation of the glitter of natural 
pearls, and is, therefore, suitable for many pur- 
poses. The principal constituent is a pale gray, 
fine and well-sized paper on which the following 
coating must be applied: The scales of oysters or 
mussels are taken off by a grinding stone and 
afterwards finely powdered, and mixed with a 
solution of isinglass and spirits of wine. This 
mixture is rubbed on the paper by means of a 
broad brush, and if necessary repeated until the 
paper is no longer visible. The glitter of the 
pearl will be considerably increased if a very 
small quantity of silver or graphite powder be 
mixed with the mass. 

lodinized Paper.—The manufacture of this 
paper, which is so useful for determining the 
quantity of ozone in the atmosphere, should be 
left no longer to retail makers. Its action is 
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time and half power only. For some time past 
many of our mills, which are always busy in 
good times, have been shutting down one 
machine or working day shifts only, or in some 
other way reducing their out-put. Although we 
had suffered severely from overproduction, and 
encumbered the market with heavy stocks, I do 
not think this is a sufficiently cogent reason for 
the impending downfall in \prices. Another 
matter of some concern now is the fact of our 
small mills being ‘“‘ hard up.” You see, unfortu- 
nately, wages and raw material must be paid for 
—the former in cash. Therefore paper must be 
sold. The price is not the first consideration. If 
paper is made and ready for sale, it must go. 
The men and factory hands won’t wait for their 
wages until the market rises. I don’t blame them 
either. Proprietors can’t live on air; so that 
money must be had. This sort of thing drives 
the market and keeps a whole swarm of little 
parcels knocking about to be sold for cash, 
cheap. This weekly and weakly influx must 
have a disparaging effect upon other paper by 
at any rate reducing it to a low standard. 
Hence prices, however we may struggle, do not 
rise. From all I hear our paper trade is in a very 
bud state; I mean financially speaking. The 
little men are having a rare warm time of it, 
and I shall not be surprised to see this Christmas 
bring matters to a climax. It is a puzzle to 
think however affairs have gone on so long as they 
have. If prices are to go still lower, then, assome 
people say, ‘‘up goes the donkey.” What this 
means I don’t exactly know; but it is evidently 
something dreadful. Our markets show the gen- 
eral apathy. There has been the usual half- 
yearly stir among chemicals, but as I informed 
you at its commencement it would not last long, 
your readers will not be surprised to hear that 
prices are falling again, and the old condition of 


affairs may be confidently expected. 

While speaking of chemicals, I would like to 
say a few words to your dealers respecting the 
shipment of ash and bleaching powders on con- 
signment. It was mooted to me that whenever 
there was a steamer lying here to fill up for your 
side at cheap rates of freightage, there was a 
capital opportunity to consign some soda ash, 
&c., to your side, So there is. Everybody thinks 
this, but our people this side argue thus: We 
don’t mind shipping, but how about the pay- 
ments and the paying of the thing altogether. 
The New York fellows will secure their profits 
first; they hold the stuff and can pay theniselves, 
but we are completely at the mercy of circum- 


owing to the fact that ozone is capable of de- 
composing iodide of potassium and volatilizing 
the latter. Apothecaries prepare this paper by 
making a solution of iodide of potassium in pure 
rain-water, and mix this with starch paste until 
of a sufficient thinness to be easily applied. 
Half-sized white paper is then equably and spar- 
ingly coated with the mixture. The paper must 
be rapidly and completely dried, and kept so, as 
the action of the paper is only in a humid state. 
This paper can very well be manufactured by 
the paper machine, as the paste and iodide of 
potassium can be added to the pulp.

Awards at the Paris Exposition. 


C. C. Fulton, one of the Jury of Awards of 
Class X. at the Paris Exposition, sends the fol- 
lowing statement: 


As the awards of other juries in the American 
Department are being telegraphed to New York, 
I will take the responsibility of sending you by | 
mail the awards made by Class X. They are | 
now in the hands of the group jury, who may 
possibly make some changes, but this is not 
likely, as my fellow jurymen are all experts, be- 
ing the most prominent men in their professions 
in Europe. Indeed, there is now a proposition 
before the jury torecommend anaward to Byron 
Weston, the famous manufacturer of ledger and 
record papers, of Dalton, Mass., of one of the 
hundred prizes to be given in addition to the 
gold medal, for unrivaled excellence of manu- 
facture. 

In testing the quality of his paper the exam- 
iners bent it backward and forward as a boy 
would a piece of tin he desired to break, and 
then pulled it with their whole strength to see if 
it would break in the crease, but without avail, 
when the president exclaimed, ‘Good! better 
than good!” The proposition for this prize was 
made by Larouche Joubert, the most extensive 
paper inanufacturer of France, and will be con- 
sidered at the final meeting to-morrow (August 3). 
The following are the gold medals awarded by 
the jury of Class X. to American exhibitors:

Fires. 


The fire department of Holyoke, Mass., were 
called out on August 7 because of an alarm oc- 
casioned by spontaneous combustion in a bale of 
rags in front of the Newton Paper Company’s 
mill. 


The mill of the Vernon Paper Company, 
Northampton, Mass., was destroyed by fire about 
2 o'clock on Wednesday morning. The fire origi- 
nated from some unknown cause in the rag-room, 
and there being a high wind blowing at the time 
the flames spread rapidly, licking up and con- 
suming all the combustible materials, so that 
with the exception of the machine-room, which 
was only partially damaged, the building was 
completely gutted. Among other things the 
Fourdrinier machine escaped the flames. Efforts 
were made during the progress of the fire to 
save some of the contents of the buildings, but 
these were only successful in securing a little 
finished paper. Sixty-five tons of rough and fif- 
teen of finished paper were burned. The mill 
was built originally about fifty years ago, and 
was purchased by the Vernon Paper Company 
twelve years ago. At that time it was only asmall 
affair, but it has been added to and improved 
since. The main building was built partly of 
wood and partly of brick, and was three stories 
high and about 28v feet long. There were also 
eight wings, four on each side. The capacity of 
the mill was 4,000 pounds in twenty-four hours, 
The loss is about $112,000, and the insur- 
ance is over $125,000, and placed as follows:

outlays could be afforded. The mastersshall now 
only put before their journeymen what is right 
and proper, shall do away with this uninter- 
rupted carousal and oblige their men to attend 
divine service.” We are informed by an- 
other provision that much complaints were made 
because ‘‘ journeymen would leave their work 
whenever their food did not please them, or when 
it came a few minutes late.” The masters were 
accorded more liberty in this respect. Every 
strange workman was obliged to ask the master 
or mistress for lodging, and should he be com- 
pelled by weather or sickness to remain longer, 
he had to renew the petition every morning. 
The phraseology of the rules has a gothic ear- 
nestness, though this is the case with all language 
used a century ago, but the following reads like 
a Biblic command: ‘* The journeymen shall sub- 
mit in all just things to the masters and their 
wives, and pay them due respect and honor.” 
The following rule might well be applied to-day 
to men and masters: ‘‘The journeymen shall 
be faithful and diligent in their work, and not 
stubborn or defiant of the master in spending 
whole days in idle talking; they shall use all 
possible care to make fine and uniform paper, 
and to inform the master when he finds any 
deficiencies or faults, and he shall not be 
impertinent or insolent to him, but give in 
to him and try that all customers may be pro- 
vided with faultless paper,so that the master 
may see his large expenses covered by good 
sales.” The men had to give fourteen days’ no- 
tice when leaving. As there were a great many 
bad workmen even in these days, it was ordered 
that their work should only be paid what it was 
worth. Not every one was allowed either to 
build, buy or possess a mill in those days. Our 
paper-makers’ combinations were well replaced 
by a rule forbidding any mill to be built ‘‘ unless 
no injury should result to the nearest mill.” It 
will thus be seen that the saying so well applied 
by Bismarck, of beati possi-“entes was very ap- 
plicable here, and was perfectly appreciated in 
Germany in other days.

THE CONVENTION. 

We are told that the prospects for the 
coming convention are very good, and that 
the replies to the circular of the committee 
are numerousand encouraging. The prom- 
ised attendance is to be quite full and it has 
become necessary to arrange for more room 
than was at first expected. 

The opportunity now to be afforded for 
organizing a permanent and effective asso- 
ciation of the paper trade is a grand one, 
which ought not to be neglected. The 
necessity, however, for careful work be- 
forehand is great. The various interests 
which are to enter into this meeting must 
be thoroughly studied and cared for, while 
in making up the committees and in select- 
ing officers all must be represented. 

As preliminary to the careful prepara- 
tion of work for the action of the con- 
vention, we suggest that a sufficient num- 
ber of leading paper-makers should reach 
Saratoga as early as August 26, and that 
the members of the trade there present at 
that date should exchange opinions, and 
outline a course of action for smoothing 
the way to the work of the convention. 
This would save time and prevent the 
danger of breaking up without results. We 
will indicate briefly the plan which we think 
ought to be followed: 

Immediately upon the assembling of the 
members and calling the meeting to order the 
secretary of the committee appointed at the 
Holyoke conference should read the call 
under which the trade had come together, 
and submit nominations for a temporary 
president and secretary. The selection of 
permanent officers would then naturally 
follow. In the choice of the latter the 
greatest care should be taken, as most of 
the hard work of the convention will have 
to be done in committee, and judicious 
selection requires the appointment of a pre- 
siding officer and assistants familiar with 
the trade and its personal characteristics. 
The formation of committees should fol- 
low, and we suggest the following: 1. An 
Executive Committee composed of one 
member representing each grade of paper, 
with the president as an ex-officio member. 
2. A committee composed of four or five 
manu/‘acturers of loft-dried papers. 3. 
A similar committee representing engine- 
sized papers. 4. One of book-paper manu- 
facturers. 5, One selected from the makers 
of news papers. 6. One of manilla paper 
manufacturers. 7. Another representing 
the wrappings interest. The Executive 
Committee should have a similarly graded 
representation. 

The morning session of the first day 
might be very conveniently and properly 
devoted to a general discussion of the state 
of trade and an interchange of views, so as 
to give the committees time to arrange 
their work and to crystallize opinions. 
Each paper-maker present ought to be 
asked to fill out a blank, giving in brief a 
statement of just what product his mill is 
turning out, and what he would be willing 
to do toward properly reducing production. 
This will be the principal question before 
the convention, and we urge all paper- 
makers who do not expect to attend to make 
out such astatement of their product, with 
their views, and signify whether they are 
willing to concur in the action that may be 
taken, and forward the same to C, O, Cha- 
pin, at Springfield, Mass., until August 25, 
and after that date to the Grand Union 
Hotel, Saratoga. We look upon such an 
expression of opinion as of the greatest 
consequence, and we trust that every paper- 
maker will write to Mr, Chapin at once, if 
it is not intended to be present. 

The convention will have an important 
work in carefully considering the views 
and statements made by the members of

will be able to work intelligently and agree 
upon a report. The members selected to 
act as an Executive Committee should have 
the high and final duty of considering the 
other reports and be in a position to decide 
upon the wisest course to be recommended 
to the convention. In order to carry out 
anything like the programme we have sug- 
gested there should be, as above proposed, 
a good delegation of prominent manufact- 
urers on hand in advance of the time of 
meeting. 

There will be enough to occupy the at- 
tention of the convention during the ses- 
sions of the committees. We assume that 
the organization of a national association 
will be made permanent, and that there 
will be suggestion as to the fitting methods 
for perfecting the organization. There will 
be required rules, and the appointment of

There is nothing remarkable in the statement 
when we hear that press rolls, especially the top 
one, are full at the ends ani hollow or deficient 
in the centre. Rolls may be ground ever so true 
before leaving the shop, or even at the mill, but 
after running some time on the machine, from 
the effects of fine sand from the paper which ad- 
heres to the roll and is carried up to the doctor, 
the top roll soon gets out of shape. This is par 
ticularly the case in mills where common papers 
are made, and the same thing may be said of 
calender rolls. When the mrchine runs fora 
few days on a narrow, and then goes out on a 
broad sheet, the rolls will press hardest at the 








ends for a while till they get worn down. It 
may be different with chilled rolls. A. L.

C. Pearson, 4 Central wharf, 
Boston, agent, have been undergoing a general 
and thorough repair. They contain seven large 
engines, 600 lbs. each, a single and double 
cylinder machine, a 150-horse power engine to 
furnish power during the dry season, rotary 
boilers, and all the necessary conveniences for 
making a first class product ; large and capa- 
cious drainers are being added, and these mills 
will soon be able to turn out from three to four 
tons per day of Manillas. A patent adjustable 
deckle has also been applied to their machines, 
by which the size of the paper can be changed

most instantaneously, and without breaking the 
paper. Your correspondent has seen this deckle 
in operation, and considers it one of the greatest 
improvements ever applied to a cylinder 
machine. It is no trouble whatever, and makes 
an edge as perfect as a Fourdrinier, and avoids 
the necessity of shutting down to change size, 
which is an important matter, particularly 
with a double cylinder. The mills are located 
about two miles from the depot in the beautiful 
town of Exeter, one of the pleasantest of New 
England villages, the seat of one of the oldest 
and best known academic institutions in the 
country, ‘‘Phillip Exeter Academy.”

The Old Times. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

Paper-making in olden times differed a good 
deal from paper-making nowadays. In those 
good old times money was more plentiful than 
now, and as a natural result everybody felt 
happy. How could it be otherwise, when every 
one had enough to live on and a little over and 
above to lay up for a rainy day, old age, &c. I 
think, too, that peoples’ countenances in those 
good old times were more spherical than now. 
This, I suppose, was caused by excessive good 
humor. None of those quick, sharp, sudden 
changes or reverses in trade which seem to have 
come over us like a nightmare were allowed for 
a moment to exist. The old fellows would not 
have it. Paper-making in olden times was 
chiefly confined to certain families and was 
handed down from one generation to another, 
each in turn keeping the mill in repair, and, if 
necessary, by way of keeping up with the times, 
adding a wing to it. I will state, too, that the 
price of paper in those good old days continued 
from one year’s end to another at the same 
figures, consequently there was no rise or fall 
in wages, and if a small quantity of paper 
should gather in the mill at certain seasons no 
anxiety was felt as to getting quit of it. Every 
ons knew that tle tide would soon take a turn, 
and that every sheet which had accumulated 
would be sold to advantage. Such is the de- 
pressed state of trade at present that not more 
than one half the paper manufacturers are able 
to make both ends meet, and so far as the 
workers are concerned a great many of them 
cannot get the two ends to meet at all. Notwith- 
standing to the contrary we are making more 
paper now inside of twenty-four hours than was 
made then inside of a year. This is where the 
screw is loose, i. e., we are making lots of paper. 
and on account of the glutted state of the mar- 
ket we are selling it at or below.cost. In this 
way the strong firms are gobbling up the weak. 
Every man for himself nowadays; the devil for 
us all, be

The assignment of Joseph Gunhouse and Her- 
man L. Herwig, firm of Gunhouse & Herwig, 
lithographers, of No. 20 Warren street, to Jere- 
miah B. Aitken, was filed in the County Clerk’s 
office last week. A meeting of the creditors will 
be held in a few days. The amount of liabilities 
and assets have not yet been ascertained, as the 
schedule which is in course of preparation will 
not be ready for several days to come. 


William W. Harding, of Philadelphia, and 
publisher of the Inquirer of that city, has made 
a proposition to his creditors offering 25 per cent. 
in unsecured notes without interest at six, 
twelve, eighteen and twenty-four months. No 
meeting of his creditors has yet been called, nor 
has any formal statement of bis affairs been 
given. It is reported that over two-thirds of his 
creditors have agreed to accept his offer and 
have signed a paper to that effect. His total 
liabilities are stated to be about $260,000, of 
which less than one half are secured by mort- 
gages on his paper mills and pulp works at 
Manayunk, and real estate in that city. The 
assets for the unsecured debts are said to be 
nominal, 


A meeting of the committee of creditors of A. 
Roman & Co. was held at the rooms of the Sta- 
tioners’ Board of Trade on Tuesdav, and the re- 
port of the committee recommending 62} cents 
on the dollar was accepted by a great majority 
of the creditors, payable, in amounts of $100 and 














upward, in notes at six, twelve and eighteen 
months; under $100 in amount, in notes at twelve 
months, all with interest. Goods received in 
San Francisco since the suspension are not to be 
included in the composition, but are to be paid 
for in full, upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon. 


Walter H. Shupe, the editor of the National 
Greenback-Labor organ in this city, has filed a 
petition to be declared a bankrupt. His liabili- 
ties are reported to be $69,528.58, and his assets 
$387. His principal creditor is Andrew Luke, of 
111 Fulton street, in this city, to whom he owes 
$47,000 on two separate claims. 


In the matter of the assignment of Slote, 
Woodman & Co., the committee of creditors 
have had several meetings this week, and have 
been looking very carefully into the condition 
of the firm’s affairs, and their report, which is in 
the course of preparation, will be submitted to 
a general meeting of the creditors, to be held 
about Tuesday of next week. According to the 
schedule filed in the Clerk’s office of the Court 
of Common Pleas on Wednesday, there would 
seem to be about 20 per cent. to be divided 
among the creditors, if all the assets were taken. 
It is rumored among some of the creditors, how- 
ever, that the committee which has been investi- 
gating matters, finds that there are more live 
assets than are reported by the assignee, and there 
are varying opinions that they will pay from 25 
to 35 cents on the dollar; but this will be definitely 
ascertained next week. From the schedule filed 
yesterday, it appears that the firm’s liabilities 
aggregate $229,597.52, the nominal assets, $201,- 
874.61, and the real assets, $45,504.14. The per- 
sonal assets of the assignors amount to $115,- 
699.61, and their personal liabilities to abcut the 
same amount. Judge Van Brunt fixed the 
assignee’s bond at $40,000. Appended is a re- 
capitulation of the firm's assets and liabilities: 
The nominal value of the property assigned by 
the firm and its individual members is stated to 
be $317,574.22.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary situ- 
ation has undergone no change. It might natu- 
rally be expected that the violent fluctuations 
in values on the Stock Exchange within the past 
week would cause some stringency in money, 
yet the market was not affected at all, and 2}¢ 
per cent. was the highest rate paid for all loans 
on stock collateral. On Government bonds, 
even, time loans for 30 or 60 days could be ob- 
tained at land 11¢ percent. Prime mercantile 
paper continued to be discounted at 3 to 4 per 
cent. There is little doing, however, as the 
offerings are light. The market for Govern- 
ment bonds was firm during the week, excepting 
the 1867's and 1868's, the former declining % and 
latter 8¢ per cent. 

The Treasury has called in $5,000,000 more of 
the five-twenties of 1865, leaving but $56,000,000 
of that issue uncalled. This rapid progress in 
refunding the debt at lower interest is the cause 
of the decline in the 1867’s, the next series to be 
paid off. There hasalso been a decline in currency 
sixes, coupon ten-forties, and coupon fives of 1881. 
The fours and four-and-a-halfs are firm. The 
subscriptions to the new four p er cent. loan dur- 





THE PAPER TRADE.—The general situa- 
tion of the market continues pretty much in 
about the saiue condition as last reported, except 
there is shown a little steadier tone. There has

been no appreciable increase in the demand, and 
prices are not quotably any lower, but the sup- 
ply is rather lessened, owing to seme of the mills 
only running on half time, while others are shut 
down for repairs. In some branches of trade 
there has been an increased movement during 
the past week, and the feeling among many 
merchants regarding the immediate future is 
becoming more hopeful. What is wanted in a 
great measure at the present time is confidence, to 
give business a f:esh impulse. Values generally 
have touched bottom; the work of bankruptcy 
has almost run its course; the fluctuation of the 
currency is no longer a serious disturbing ele- 
ment; the balance of foreign trade continues to 
run heavily in our favor, and our foreign in- 
debtedness needs only a few years more to liqui- 
date; the crops everywhere are abundant, and 
our political horizon is unclouded. The general 
hope and expectation is that the coming fall will 
bring a marked improvement in trade. There 
is little remaining to be done to bring green- 
backs and gold to a level, so that no shock 
need be anticipated in consequence of a step 
like that. Favorable accounts are reported 
in all parts of the country, and _ there 
is really nothing to be seen at present 
to check the process of recovery from the dis- 
couraging state of affairs that has prevailed for 
several years. In Writing Papers the small 
local demand keeps about steady, with little im- 
provement in volume. The surplus stock is not 
large, but ample for all the present requirements 
of the trade. Prices remain nominally un- 
changed. The business in Book Papers is chiefly 
of a jobbing character, as most of the publishers 
are doing very little at present, and prices are 
weak, although no lower than reported last 
week. Since the recent decline in quotations the 
prices for News Papers keep very steady, and 
the lower figures have had the effect of inducing 
an improved call, This branch of the trade is 
thought to have less reason to complain of insuf- 
ficient margin than any other at the present 
time. We continue to quote ordinary qualities 
at 64¢c. and 6%c. There is not much business 
doing in Manillas, and there is still a full sur- 
plus of supply vver the demand. The market is 
weak, but prices are unchanged. Straw Wrap- 
pings are a little steadier in tone, and the sup- 
ply is somewhat smaller. The export trade con- 
tinues to take out a considerable amount of 
stock, yet there is no improvement in the general 
demand from this source. We quote as before 
1%c.and 1%c. The market for Binders’ Boards 
continues very dull and weak, and the demand 
very limited, with no prospect of any early im- 
provement. Straw Boards are about steady at 
the late decline and the market dull. Sales are 
reported at $40 to $42.50 per ton for Pennsyl- 
vania and State air-dried. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market for the past 
week has ruled quiet and steady. Sales of about 
1,000 bales are reported at 2 11-16c. to 2%¢c., time, 
according to quality and terms. We quote clos- 
ing prices same, viz., 2 11-l6c. to 2c. time, 
with one or two parcels prime Bagging quality 
held at 2 15-16c. In futures we hear of no actual 
sales since the 1,955 bales per Chipman, to ar- 
rive at Boston, and referred to in a former is- 
sue. Near-by parcels are held at 25¢c., and later 
shipments 2}¢c. gold, and 2 9-16c. currency. 

WOOD PULP.—There is a fair amount of 
business doing, and sales at the reduced quota- 
tions are quite free. Transactions of Combina- 
tion Pulp are reported to the extent of some 
50 to 60 tons at 3c., while a very good article, 
made outside, is offered at 24¢c. to 2%(c., and at 
these figures some considerable amounts have 
changed hands, The rumors that combination 
pulp has been sold at 21¢c. can be traced to only 
one transaction covering 10 tons. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The market for this class of stock is dull, and 
the volume of transactions is small. Prices, 
however, are without any material change. 
The arrivals for the week foot up 770 bales 
Rags; 366 bales Paper Stock, and 412 bales 
of Manillas. Sales are reported of 40 bales 
8 P F F Hamburg Rags at 53/c. 

DOMESTIC RAGS.—There is a slight improve- 
ment in the tone of this market, although prices 
are somewhat firmer, yet not quotably higher. 
















quote : 35c. to 45c. for Long Rye; 30c. to 40c. 
for Short Rye, and 30c. for Oat. 


ROSINS.—There is a quiet position of the 
market, but no positive change; the medium 
grades are especially held firmly, showing to 
lighter amounts in the supplies than other 
grades.

No. 2 at $1.80; G Low No. 1 at $1.90; H No. 1 
at $2.20; I Good No. 1 at $2.40; K Low Pale at 
$2.70; M Pale at $3; N Extra Pale at $3.25.

Soda, 60 per cent., at 4c. gold; 25 tons Sal 
Soda, at 1.20c. gold; 100 barrels Lump Alum 
at 2\44c. currency; 100 barrels Ground Alum 
at 2%¢c. currency; 100 barrels Potash Alum at 
2%¢c. currency; 20 tons Concentrated Alum 
at 2%¢c. currency; 100 barrels Natrona Porous 
Alum at 2%c. currency ; 40 tons Aluminous Cake 
at 2c. currency ; and |0 casks Yellow Prussiate at 
23c. eurrency. 


COAL.—The Anthracite coal trade, so far as 
sales are concerned, has been remarkably quiet 
during the week now under review. Saward’s 
Coal Trade Journal says: “It must not be sup- 
posed that there is no coal going forward; the 
deliveries continue on previous coniracts and 
orders. Some months since it was the policy of 
the largest factor which goes to make up the 
wholesale coal trade to offer inducements to the 
retail trade of the seaboard to lay in a stock of 
coal. These several dealers are carrying this 
stock, from the lack of demand from those who 
are looked to as consumers, and the business is 
and has been comparatively dull for some time 
past. Every interest connected with the mining, 
carrying and shipping of coal is now depend- 
ent on the vagaries of the consuming public, and 
as they must have the coal, the majority of 
the leading spirits in the business are hopeful 
as to the future for Anthracite. Lehigh operat- 
ors claim to be well sold ahead, on all except 
the stove and chestnut sizes, which drag con- 
siderably for this season of the year. Of the 
larger sizes, the quantity they are receiving, even 
under the large allotment for this month, is not 
sufficient to meet the actual requirements. Asa 
consequence the dealers in Lehigh are more 
cheerful as to the outlook than the dealers in 
other qualities. Prices by the companies are, 
as a rule, fairly maintained, but from the middle 
interest, who may have coal still due on con- 
tracts made some time previous, it is not impos- 
sible to secure some advantage in rates. It is 
this fact that makes the coal trade as it is. 
Whenever there is a special advantage in the 
way of freight or price, from whatever cause, 
the retail dealer or consumer reaps the benefit; 
the operator or jobber seldom reaps the advan- 
tage for his treasury. The rumor gained 
credence during the early part of the week that 
a meeting of the Board of Control would be held 
this week, to reconsider the allotment for 
August, and the condition of the market. We 
have the authority of the Secretary and Presi- 
dent of the Board for a thorough denial of this 
statement. At the Eastward there is no dispo- 
sition to extend the quantity now in stock by 
further orders. Dealers await with no slight 
anxiety that awakening of the consumer to the 
fact that coal is low and should be put in; now 
is the time they can do so to advantage, &c., 
but still they do not venture to give orders be- 
yond current wants. The Boston market is 
reported dull, with low prices; the stocks of Gas 
coal are nearly all in; very little doing in Nova 
Scotia, receipts only 380 tons for this week.”
